mane tranſaQtions here below, as having re- 
moved his Pavilion too farre into thoſe Regi- 
ons of Light and-Glory from us; or elſe re- 
- maining notwithſtanding an idle SpeRator, 
and no-way concerning or intereſting himſelf 
in'the_ Iſſues of our humane affairs, Which 

-will-be ſo much the more improbable, if we 4 
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_ conſider whatthe Scripture and experience tell 
us, that the Devil and Apoſtace ſpirits are per- 
 perually ative and bulie-in promoting the 
Concernments of the Kingdome of Darkneſs. 
And therefore doubtleſs He whom God hath 
made the Shepherd and Bifhop of our Souls 
can' never be ſo regardleſs of his Office, nor fo 
careleſs of his: Flock and tender Lambs com- 
mitted to his charge, as to ſuffer thofe cruel 
Wolves to prey upon them at pleaſure; ;and 
to have-no pity at all for them, nortoexrend 
bis.-watchful- Providence over them whom 
once he vouchſafed to' redeem with: his own 
precious bloud. No certainly;he that waded 
through ſo many difficulties and agonies for 
us, in- the daies of his Fleſh, he that bore our 
griefs and carried our forrows, he that was woun- 
ded for our tranſgreſSions and bruiſed for our iniqui- 
ties, thar ſweat drops-of bloud inthe Garden 
and was nailed-to the Crols for us in Golgotha, 
He cannot fo eaſily forget thoſe "whom he 
hath ſo. dearly bought, nor ſuffer all'rhart power 
which God : hath: inveſted him-with for the 
good of his Chutch-to lie-by him. idle and 
Bur to-the end. that there might nor be the 
leaft ground of Suſpicion or Diftruſt lefe in the 
nds--of men... n this: particular, 
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Chriſt after his Aſcenſion into Heaven thoughe 
good to give us a ſenſible demonſtration both 
of his Kingly Power and of his watchful Care 
and Providence over his Church, that he 
would not leave. them orphans and deſtitute 
of all aſſiſtence, by ſending down his Holy Spirit 
on the Day of Pentecoſt in a viſible and miraculous 
manner upon his Diſciples. Ats 2. 32. This Teſus 
hath God raiſed up, of which we are all Witneſſes : 
Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted,and 
having received of the Father the Promiſe of the Holy 
Ghoſt, he hath ſhed forth thu which ye now ſee and 
bear. And yerily if there had been. no news 
heard of our Lord and Saviour Chriſt, after 
he aſcended above the Clouds out of his Di- 
ſciples fight, no real-and- viſible Demonſtra- 
tion of his Exiſtence, Power, and Providence 
over bis Church; the diſtruſtful hearts of men 
would: have been. too prone to ſuſpect that the 
pretence of an. inviſible Kingdome at God's 
right hand aboye had been no better then a 
mere Dream,an aiery and phantaſtick Notion;

Others, 
that turbulent and fiery Zeal is the vigour of 
the. Spiric, Whereas Zeal is one of thole things 
that Ariſtorle calls. mz: 44422 of a: middle Nature, 
neither Good nor Badin it ſelf, but: which, as 
it is -circumſtantiated, may indifferently be- 
come either Yertue or Vice. For there 1s axes; 
3a; as the: Apoltle calls it; a(bitter Zeal;which- 
is contrary to all Chriſtian Love and Charity, 
and is nothingelſe but the Vices of Acerbity, 
Envy, Malice, Cruelty, tin&ur'd, and, gilded 
over 'with-a Religious ſhew.. And..there may 
be 'atſo/a' Turbulent and FaQtious Zeal, when 
men- under a pretence of ating for the Glory 
of God; violate juſt and lawful Authority, in 
order: to: the advancement. of their. , own pri- 
19 | 9 _ vate 
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wate Sclf-intereſt, Indeed there was amongft 
' the Jews a certain Right called: Jus-Zelatarum, 
or' the Righrof Zelots, whereby private perſons 
acted by a Zeal for God' might doe imme- 
diate execution upon ſome MalefaQors, with- 
out expecting the Sentence of any Court of Ju- 
dicature. And ſome _— _ our Saviour 

' this Right of Zelots did whip the Buyers 
x no tNe hag of the Temple, Ned —_ 
the Tables of Money-changers; becauſe he 
was never queſtioned by the:Jews. for it, Bur 
this' was then a Legal'and Regular thing, per. 
mitted by the publick Laws of that Nation in 
ſome certain Caſes, yet ſo as that thoſe Ze- 
bots were afterward accountableto the Sanhedrin 
' for whar'they did. However, alittle before 
the deſtruQtion of the Temple, as Joſephns tells 
us, there were a Crew of deſperate Milſcreants 
that abuſivg this Right, and calling chemſclyes 
by the name of Kamain, i. c. Zelots, made a 
pretence from hence ro commir moſt villai- 
nous ations. And I wiſh ſome had not too 
much entertain'd 'this opinion, that Private 
perſons might reform. Publick Abuſes, whe- 
ther belonging to the Eccleſiaſtical or the Ci- 
- vil Polity, without and againft the conſent of 
the Supreme Magiſtrate, in a Turbulcat man- 
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ner, Jure Zelotarwn, by the Right of Zelots; nay 
and that Actions that are otherwiſe altogether 
unwarrantable in themſelves, may notwith- 
ſtanding be juſtified by Zeal for God and good 
Ends. But God needs no mans Zeal to pro- 
mote an Inagiary Intereſt of bis in the World 
by doing unjuſt things for him. Will you ſpeak 
wickedly for God, or talk deceitfully for him? will 
30k accept his Perſon. ? *T'was che generous Ex- 
poſtulation of Job with his Friends ; and he 
tells them in the following words, that this 
was nothing elle but to mock God 4s one man 
mocketh another. 

\ True Divine Zeal is no Corybantick Fury, but 
4 calm and regular Hear, guided and managed 
by Light and Prudence, and carried out prin- 
cipally neither for nor againſt lndifferent Rites 
and unneceſſary Opinions, bur thoſe things 
that are immurably Good and Fundamental 
to Chriſtianity, alwaics acknowledging a due 
Subordination to that Authority Civil and Ec- 
defiaftical that is over us. | 

Laftly, Some there are whoſe pretence to 
Religion and the Spirit is founded in nothing 
elſe but a Faculty of Rheroricating and ex- 
temporizing with Zeal and Fervency, which 
they take to'be nothing leſs then Divine Inſþi- 
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ing in_the-Holy Ghoſt, an-undoubted CharaQtr 
of arpaton .cruly Regenerated. Which. being 
a grear-deluſron whereby. many are hindced 
” _ from ſecking after the real'effets of the Di- 
5 vine Spirit; by idolizing inſtead thereof that 
3 - whichis mecly Natural, (if. nor Artfiaal;) 1 
chink-ir-hot impertinent, here to ſpeak a litrle 
of it. ' "And certainly-that which is frequent- 
ly atrained to in the very height by perſons 
groſly hypocritical and debauched, can, never 
be:concladedto\ be Divine Inſpiration ,, or, to 
|: proceed from any higher Principle then ,metrt 
” Natural Eutbuſtaſm. "For there. 35 nar ws, of

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And'concerning Orators the like might be pro- 
ved, if the time would here permit, by ſundry 
Teſtimonies : Bur I ſhall here inſtance onely 
in Ariſtides, a famous Orator, who not onel 
| ſpeaks ems of himſelf as inſbired in his 
Oratibns, bur affirms the ſame alſo concerning 
Rhecorick in general, when it is extraordinary, 
that it comes by immediate Inſpiration as Oracles 
and Prophecies doe, and not from Art or Na- 
ture.» Wherefore it is nor at all ro be wondred 
at, if when men are employed in Religious 
and Deyotional Exerciſes, the ſame Nawal 
Enthuſiaſm, eſpecially having the advancage of 
Religions Melancholy, which makes men till 
more Enthufiaſtical, ſhould ſo wing and inſpire 
the Phancies of theſe Religious Orators, as ts 
make them wonderfully fluent, eloquent and 
rapturous, ſo that they begert ftrange Paſſions 
in their Auditors, and conclude themſelyes to 
be Divinely inſpired. Whereas notwithſtanding 
they may have no more of Divine Inſpiration 
in allthis, then thoſe Poets and Orators before 
mentioned had, that is to OM no otherwiſe 
inſpired then by a Rhetorical Hypochondriacal En- 
thuſiaſm, that is merely Natural. Bart it is farre 
from:my Intention here to diſparage the fin- 
cere'atid ardent Aﬀettions of devout Souls, 
Alf] K natu-» 
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bv and free! ly-breathiing out their earneſt 
Deſires unto 'God-in cine -alchough per- 
haps-this be-nor withour ſore: kind>of Ex- 
thufiaſm alſo.' For Enthuſiaſm, as well as Zeal, 
and othir Natural things, may be well uſed, 
and; being rightly circumſtantiated and ſub: 
ſervient ro a:better principle, become irrepre- 
henſibte.- Some have obſerved, that no great 
work of the Brain, that begot axnck admira- 
tioninthe World, was ever atchieved without 
ſome kind of | Enthuſiaſm ; and the ſame may 
be affirmed: of the moſt tranſcendently Vertu- 
ous and Heroical Actions. Burt then the Good- 
neſ6 of theſe Aions is never to. be.eftimated 
merely by the Degree of Enthuſtaſtick Hear and | 
\ Ardor that is in them, but by-ſuch other 
Laws and Circumibinits as Moralize humane 
Adions.- Wherefore. my\meaning, as I ſaid 
before, is: onely this; 'T'o:caution againſt that 
Vulgar and-Pop ular-Error of miſtaking the 
Rene and Enchuſiaſtick Fervour of mens 
ſpirits, and. the Ebulliency of -their Phancy, 
oh * is. tin rd: with'Religion; and ido- 
dof the ſupernatural Grace 
pr wo $ Holy ;:and o& looking for the 
Eff&/ of rs 0 nd -Deinvaſteaion of 
ING ly gay: in Words and oro k 
ran 
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thinking that God is chiefly glorified with a 
loud Noiſe and long Speeches. For the true De- 
monſtration of Ef s Holy Spirit is no-where 
to be look'd for but in Life and Aion, or ſuch 
earneſt and affetionate breathings after a far- 
ther participation of the Divine Image, as are 
accompanied with real and unfeigned endea- 
yours after the ſame, which is the true Pray- 
ing in the Holy Ghoſt, though there be no ex- 
remporaneous effuſion of words. And there- 
fore when ſome Corinthians were puffed up by 
reaſon of a Faculty which they had of Rhe- 
coricating Religiouſly, S. Payl like an Apoſtle : Cor4.uge 
tells them, that he would come amongſt them, 
and know, not the Speech of them that were puffed | 
.  #up, bat the Power. For the Kingdome of God (faith 
%, he) conſiſteth not in Word, but in Power» and Life. 
-* Wherefore laying afide theſe and ſuch like 
* childiſh miſtakes and things that are little to 
the purpoſe, let us ſeriouſly apply our ſelves 
ro the main Work of our Religion, that is, to 
mortify and vanquiſh our Sinful Luſts by the 1 
Affiſtence of God's Holy Spirit, through Faith 
in Chriſt ; that ſo being Dead to Sin here we 
may live with God eternally hereafter.
